None of these men would be trivial about making such statements, and all but one have 
known the applicant for the greater part of his life, both prior to and post conviction. As a 
Member of Congress for the past 22 years, I have observed James Edward Reed and I have 
visited with many citizens of the County, none of whom take the position other than that this 
man is the ideal person to be considered for a pardon. 1 certainly agree with them and urge you
